Coffee County Tax Col- 
lector, James Saw yer, 
stated in the office of this 
newspaper that he is still 
accepting poll tax from 
people who have registered 
to vote since August 10, 
1965. This action is in ac- 
cordance with the Voter 
Registration Act of 1965 
which states in part that 
“no person who was first 
listed or registered on or 
after August 10, 1965 may be 
denied the right to vote in 
thé May primary for failure 
to pay a poll tax if he paid 
$1.05 to the Tax Collector 
or federal examiner on or 
before March 18, 1966. 

The above statement is 
in conflict with the state 
laws which read that the 
poll tax must be paid be- 
tween October Ist and Feb- 
ruary lst, but Sawyer said 
that if anyone offered to pay 
the $1.05 he would accept it 
and issue a receipt with 
the amount and the date the 
party registered noted onit 
and submit this list to the 
probate judge at the end of 
this time. 

The poll tax in the state 
of Alabama goes to schools 
and any extra money 
collected can be well spent 
to raise the overall educa- 
tion level in Alabama, 

The Justice Department 
has stated that if the tax 
collector does not accept 
this money it could be used 
as an excuse to send fed- 
eral examiners to Coffee 
County.

“Do not, because ofthis 
new law, cancel or drop 
any hospital insurance or 
medical insurance you may 
have. Hospital insurance 
and medical insurance un- 
der the Social Security Act 
do not begin until July 1, 
1966,’’ Mr. Scott stated, 

Medicare will help pay 
costs of hospitalization and 
related medical care ser- 
vices for people who have 
reached 65. However, it

Pruning Shrubs 


Is February

Shrub pruning is a 
typical February garden

Late blooming decid-.

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Part-time Student 
Workers May Be 
Due Tax Refund 


Alabama students who 
work part-time or sum- 
mers may havea refund due 
on their 1965 Federal in- 
come tax returns, 

District Director of In- 
ternal Revenue, Awad: 
O’Donnell, Jr., explains 
that unmarried students 
who earn less than $900 
will not owe any Federal 
income tax. They are en- 
titled to claim the usual 
$600 personal exemption, 
plus a $300 minimum stan- 
dard deduction, 

Students are subject 
to the same Federal tax 
obligations as other tax- 
payers, and haveno special 
exemption. They are re- 
quired to file a tax return 
if their earnings are $600 
or more, They shouldfilea 
return in order to obtain a 
refund when earnings are 
less than $600 and taxes 
were withheld from wages 
by their employers. 

Students must claim 
their own personal exemp- 
tion when filing a tax re- 
turn, Mr. O’Donnell said. 
However, parents who 
furnish more than one-half

Official 
Measurement 
Service Offered 


Coffee County cotton and 
peanut prowers can ar- 
range for official measure- 
ment of their 1966 farm cot- 
ton and peanut acreage 
allotments, as wellascorn, 
diverted acreage, and per- 
mitted acreage of Soil Bank 
Base Corps, prior toplant- 
ing time, the County 
Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Com- 
mittee announced recently, 

To get the measurement 
service, which is being 
provided on a cost basis, 
a farmer must file a written 
request with the County 
ASCS offfice prior toplant- 
ing the 1966 crop, saysMr. 
Roy L, Ellis, Committee 
Chairman. The rate to be 
charged for the service in 
Coffee County has beenes- 
tablished at $5.00 for each 
farm, plus 50 cents per 
acre for each acre or frac- 
tion thereof in excess of 
5.0 acres, and payment 
based on this rate must be 
made ai the time the re- 
quest for measurement is 
filed. The acreage rate 
charged for this service 
will be reduced to 25 cents 
for each acre on which 
measurement service is 
rendered in excess of 50,0, 

The measurement ser- 
vice is purely optional, 
says Mr. Ellis, and 
is offered as a service to 
farmers who prefer tohave 
an official measurement to 
use as a guide. 

The chairman explained 
that all cotton and peanut 
acreages as well as corn, 
and diverted acreages will 
be determined in 1966 by 
certifications furnished by 
producers. 25 percent of 
the farms will be checked 
for accuracy. On any farm 
which is checked for com- 


pliance and found to be 
under-diverted or over- 
planted, heavy deductions 


will be made for minor ex- 
cesses or deficiencies. For 
this reason measurement 
service is of utmost impor- 
tance to producers who do 
not have good knowledge of 
the acreages ineach plot on 
the farm. 

Many additional helps 
will be given producers this 
year to aid in arriving at 
the acreages on their 
farms. 


NEEDY PERSONS 
RECEIVE COMMODITIES 
DURING DECEMBER 


The U.S, Department of 
Agriculture reports that 
108,105 needy persons in 
Alabama received USDA- 
donated food commodities 
during December. 

This was 3,437 persons 
more than the number of 
recipients during Novem- 
ber, but 4,977 less than 
during December, 1964,

Civil Defense 
Training Courses 


See Increase 


Civil Defense Training 
courses have increased 
subsiantially during the 
past two-year period, and 
graduates from __ these 
training courses have re- 
ached commendable pro- 
portions, according to Gov- 
ernor George C, Wallace. 

A report released by 
Governor Wallace revealed 
that graduates in excess of 
30,000 had been certi- 
ficated by the many train- 
ing courses promoted and 
supported by the Civil De- 
fense Department of Ala- 
bama. 

A sample of the gradu- 
ates, picked at random 
from the report, indicated 
that during the two-year 
period of 1964-1965, 286 
were graduated from Basic 
Civil Defense courses, 339 
Radiological Monitor In- 
structors and 3,387 grad- 
uated in the area of Radio- 
logical Monitors. Train- 
ed in the fundamentals of 
Resuce were 883 while the 
course of Reserve Firemen 
had a total graduating of 
1,652, and Reserve Police 
totaled 2,493, 

Graduates in the area of 
Shelter Manager Instruc- 
tors increased by 205 and 
those graduating from 
Shelter Manager courses 
totaled 1,283. Receiving ba- 
sic Welfare training for 
emergency services inthat 
area were 2,025 and the 
Medical Self-Help courses 
graduated 6,001, Home 
Preparedness certificates 
were issued to 3,061, with 
Adult Education trainees 
reaching 6,325, and Adult 
Education Instructors 
totaling 1,002,

The American college 
student today is being sub- 
jected to a bewildering and 
dangerous conspiracy per- 
haps unlike any social chal- 
lenge ever before encount- 
ered by our youth, On many 
Campuses he faces a tur- 
bulence built on unre- 
strained individualism, re- 
pulsive dress and speech, 
outright obscenity, disdain 
for moral and spiritual val- 
ues, and disrespect for law 
and order, This movement, 
commonly referred to as 
the ‘‘New Left,’’ is complex 
in its deceitful absurdity
